Mr. Rutherford may 
quite confidently look forward to the 
final verdict of the people in respect 
to the way in which he discharged the }, 
heavy duty which they entrusted him 
with. 
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After all the Toronto papers have 
been telling us about the fine showing 
made by the Queen’s Own Rifles in 
England, it is rather confusing to have 
a readable London weekly, which 
is in the habit of saying what it 
thinks, come out with the following:

It is announced that Lieut.-Col. 
lowell, who has done such effective 
work in connection with the Salvation 
Army's Canadian immigration scheme, 
is to take up similar work for the Can- 
adian Northern Railway. The latter 
is inaugurating a wide-spread cam- 
paign looking to a better settling up 
of the lands along its lines and Lieut.- 
Col. Howell is to have charge of this. 
Plans for assisting those who desire 
to take up land by loans for the pur- 
chase of stock and implements, and 
for instructing them for the first year 
or so in Canadian farming, are under 
consideration.

threw. her arms about his neck and 
cried “You are the only one I have 
left now, don’t put me to further 
pain.” 

This report came from Lisbon to- 
day. It added that King Manuel was 
so unnerved by emotion and the ex- 
citing battle scenes he had been 
through that he had to be helped 
aboard the royal yacht Amelie when 
he fled with his mother and the rest 
of the royal family. 

The news that Manuel was so phy- 
sically exhausted that he could not 
walk gave rise to he rumor which 
was forwarded here from Gibraltar 
early today, that the King had been 
wounded during the bombardment of 
the palace. 


Exodus of Clericals 

The exodus of clericals began from 
the Portuguese republic today. At 
the expiration of the twenty-four 
hours which had been granted mem- 
bers of the Catholic orders to leave 
the country. Romanists of every or- 
der began flocking towards the fron- 
tier. ‘T'wo Catholic monasteries were 
stormed by the Republicans, one at 
Campolito and another at Graca. A 
number of priests were killed in the 
fighting. It is said that the republic 
will confiscate all the church property. 
in Portugal and the Vatican has tak- 
en steps to try to prevent this 
through the offices of the friendly 
Powers. 

Make Museums of Palaces 

Lisbon, Oct. 12—The Minister of 
ihe Interior, Antonio Alleida, ques- 
tioned regarding the disposal of -the 
king’s property, said that nothing had 
yet been decided upon officially. All 
the palaces were closes and carefully 
guarded.

Up, Edmonton Will Develop 
at Wonderful Rate. 


SO SAYS HON. GROSVENOR 


Transportation Facilities Must be 
Improved—Settlers Now Want 
More Than Quarter Sections. 


Hon. F. EF, Grosvenor, of London, 
England, vie returned — yesterday 
from the Peace River country, says 
that the settlers up north are agitating 
for a doubling of the size of home- 
steads, arguing that 160 acres is not 
cnough. 

“T heard the opinion expressed by 
settlers wherever I went,” said Mr. 
Grosvenor, “buts to understand the 
force of their arguemnts it is neces- 
sary to travel through the country.’ 

He pointed out that many of the 
settlers contended that although the 
country was choked with possibilities, 
yet t was not worth while for them 
to undergo the expense of transport- 
ing stock and effects into the north 
country for the consideration of 160 
acres only. 

Mr. Grosvenor expressed the con- 
viction that the government will even- 
tually change the regulations and per- 
mit of more than a quarter section 
being taken up by homesteaders. 


There have been many colonization 
schemes launched during this summer, 
and Hon. Mr. Grosvenor is another 
who has one in hand. He declined to 
discuss his plans though. 


“For a time the north country will 
be a stockraising country,” said Mr. 
Grosvenor, “but there is no question 
in my mind that wheat will be grown 
there. There is a liability to frost, but 
the impression is that the danger will 
be lessened as the country is settled 
up. The northern country has a great 
future both as a mixed farming and a 

anching country. When the country 
is settled Kdmonton will grow at a 

rate that will surprise even the most 
optimistic.” 

The transportation convenierttes to 
the north came in for considerable 
criticism at the hands of Mr. Grosven- 
or. 

“The north road from Athabasca 
anding to Slave Lake is a disgrace to 
the country,” he said, “Although one 
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does not expect to travel in luxury 
or comfort through an undeveloped 
country, yet at he same time this road 
is so disgraceful that incoming settlers 
should not be kept in ignorance or its 
condition. 

Hon. Mr. Grosvenor has spent ten 
years in Canada, having resided = at 
Nelson, B.C... He has therefore had 
an opportunity to study conditions 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances. He is working at present in 
the nterests of a group of English 
capitalists, and will after a trip té'the 
coast, where he goes from here, will 
return to England and make his re- 
port.
